Admittedly, this is not easy, since the goal is the 
overall good health of our children, it becomes a task that we all must 
accept.” 

Currently, Joe is Technical Consultant to the New Jersey Federa- 
tion for Drug Free Communities. Also liaison for the New Jersey State 
Policeman's Benevolent Association, the New Jersey Fraternal Order 
Police and the New Jersey Narcotic Enforcement Officers Association to 
the New Jersey State Parent Teacher's Association concerning sub- 
stance use.

Trish Morris, Host/Producer of WWHT- 
TV, Channel 68 Black Spectrum and Exec- 
utive Director of Newark Day Center, has 
been active in community and civic affairs 
for many years. 

As Host of Black Spectrum, a half-hour 
television show which presents topics of 
interest to the community, Trish has had 
an opportunity to present an inside view 
on a multiplicity of concerns that affect 
our lives as well as highlight persons in the 
community who have made a significant 
contribution to the lives of others. 

In September, 1981, Trish became the 
Executive Director of Newark Day Center, 
New Jersey's oldest social agency, which provides for child care, a 
senior center, family health care and which administers the Newark 
FRESH AIR FUND which provides camperships for inner-city youth. Prior 
to joining Newark Day Center, she was Executive Director of the Rutgers- 
CHEN School for eight (8) years. 

Ms. Morris is a leader and an advocate for youth. She is currently 
President of the Federation of Youth Services, Inc.; has received the

Who in American Women,” was a 1980 YMWCA Black Achiever; was 
selected ‘‘Jerseyan of the Week,” Professional Woman of the Year in 
1982 and was honored by Senator Bill Bradley in 1984 for her work with 
children and the elderly. 

In June 1983, Trish traveled to Rio de Janeiro, South America as a 
member of the Council for Exceptional Children, and in 1978 served as 
a delegate to their First World Congress which was held in Stirling, Scot- 
land. She is a member of the Board of Concerned Citizens of the Univer- 
sity of Medicine and Dentistry of New Jersey; the North Jersey Unit of 
the Negro Business and Professional Women’s Club and serves on num- 
erous agency boards.

He is a member of the American Medical Association, American 
Academy of Family Practice and the American Medical Society on 
Alcoholism. 


He has been a member of the United Labor Agency's Board of 
Directors since 1980. 


Dr. Fagan is a graduate of St. Peter’s College. He received his medi- 
cal degree from Georgetown Medical School in 1951. His internship and 
residency were completed at St. Michael’s Hospital in Newark.

GUEST SPEAKER 
SOL CHICK CHAIKIN 


President 
International Ladies' Garment Workers’ Union, AFL-CIO 


Sol Chick Chaikin, born in New York 
attended the College of The City of New 
York, and graduated from Brooklyn Law 
School in 1940. He immediately went to 
work as an organizer for the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union, assum- 
ing increasing responsibility over the years. 
In 1975, he was elected President of the 
Union. 

In October 1975, at the AFL-CIO Con- 
vention, Mr. Chaikin was elected Vice Pres- 
ident of the Federation and a member of 
its Executive Council. 

Mr. Chaikin has represented the AFL- 
CIO at the Labor Summits held in London 
(1977) and in Tokyo (1979). In 1977 and 
1980, he was designated a U. S. worker 
delegate to the annual meeting of the International Labor Organization 
in Geneva. In those same years, in recognition of his concern for an 
effort on behalf of the pursuit of human rights throughout the world, 
President Jimmy Carter named Mr. Chaikin a member of the U. S. Dele- 
gation to the Commission for Security and Cooperation in Europe to re- 
view the Helsinki Agreement, in meetings at Belgrade and Madrid. In 
1983, he led the first official AFL-CIO visit to South Africa. to meet with 
workers of newly-formed Unions. 

Among his diversified interests. Mr. Chaikin also has a deep con- 
cern regarding the quality of education. He heads the AFL/CIO American 
Council on Education joint project to facilitate greater interaction be- 
tween the Labor Movement and the academic community. In 1980, he 
was elected to the Board of Trustees of Brandeis University. In that same 
year, both Rutgers University and the City University of New York con- 
ferred honorary doctoral degrees upon Mr. Chaikin, citing his community 
activity and service to the public. He is also a member of the Board of 
Advisors of the Presidential Classroom for Young Americans and has 
frequently addressed their seminars for gifted students. 


In addition, Mr. Chaikin is a respected writer who has authored 
A Labor Viewpoint: Another Opinion, and articles on such diversified 
issues as immigration reform, the growing wage gap among industrial 
sectors, and international trade. He has appeared frequently in the print 
and broadcast media.
